For the Farmer. 

A well-known and experienced Mason 
County farmer writes: "Like produces 
like, .'several years ago the wheat crops 
of England were damaged to such an 
alarming txtent, by fungus or smut, that 
tbe (lovernment fori)id the millerB grind- 
ing the grain for bread. Tbe repeated 
sowing of tbe same vsriety of seed from 

year to year waH tiiOOgbt tO be product- 
ive of tbe diaease. 
"Orders for cargoes of American wheat 

were received and the grain shipped. 
One of tbe vessrlB was disabled, on her 
voyage, and sunk in salt water. Tbe 
grain aboard was distributed to the poor 
people, for the taking, who were unable 
to buy dry seed. It was soon discovered, 
however, that the germ was not destroyed 
by the salt, and these poor people sowed 
the grain on the land allotted to them by 
their landlords. Harvest rolled around 
•nd they had an abundant yield of clean 

wheat, while the adjacent ficlda sown in 
dry grain produced an inferior crop, more 
or less besmeared with smut 

"The good result produced by the ap- 
plication of Htrong brine or vitroil dissolv- 
ed in water and sprinkled thoroughly 
over wheat before it is sown can be seen 
at the grain housss of Maysville."

Ill the talk a' out the new rt'i!i'<tri<tion 
law fur Mrtysville it has been intimated 
that it wouM not ba enforoMl. An exam« 
ination of the act, however, sets thit 
question at reHt. The City Council is not 
left any choice in the mattor. There ean 
be no election next January unless there 
has first been a registration of the voters. 

Section one of the act says : "The Board 
of Conncilmen of the City of Maysville 
thaa, iMtween tbe first and fifteenth days 
of October in each year, appoint four tober 
and diicreel citizeoa in each election ward 
of tbe city of M«yaville," two to act as 
Judges, one an Clerk and one as Sheriff 
of registration in the wards for which 
they are appointed. They shall aerve ftor 
one year, and " one of tiie ju lijea at eaeb 
ward shall be of one political party 
and tbe other of the opposing political 
p^rty." TheCiiy Marshal is required to 
tfive said t.thcers written notice of their 
appointment five daya before the general 
registration. In case any of aAd otticeis 
fails or reluaes to act the Mayor appoints 
some one to act In place of tbe one ao de- 
clining. 

Registration officers bave same power 
in prenervinu oi<lcr as is ezerclsed by 
otticers uf election at the polls. 

In case of doubt as to the ri«ht of any 
one to register, and in c.Tse any one is 
challenged, nut exceeding three citizens 
may be called in to teatify touching tbe 
qnaligcationa of the aaid peraon or per- 
sons uti'ering to register. 

It ia made the duty of the City Clerk 
to prepare proper forms and have printed 
two registration books for each ward, one 
be kept in his office and theotherto be fur- 
nished theclerka of registration and Hfter- 
wards tbe clerks of election Tbe names 
of voters are lo he enrolled in alphabet- 
ical order, and the registry shall show 
whether the voter Is white or black, and 
shall also ^ive bin place of re8iden(;e in 
the city, tbe name of street or alley on 
wbMi he lives and the nnmher, if any, of 
his residence. 

The second Monday in November each 
year is tbe date fixed for general registra- 
tion. The places of registration shall be 
open from 8 a. m. until 7 p. m. on that 
day and tbe next succeeding day. A 
party eo regietering shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections until tbe next general 
election, unless he becomes dieqnalified. 

No person shall be regiatered who does 
not peraonally appear before the oflHeers 
of rcKiutration. 

The judges shall decide all questions 
relating to tbe qiMlifloations of persons 
oflitrinK to rejiiHter. When they fi.il to 
agree " the clerk shall have the casting 
vote." 

If a person moves fr un one ward to an- 
other after registering, he may gel acertlfi- 
cate from the clerk of tbe irard oat of 
which he movee and on presentation of 
this certificate to tbe clerk of tbe ward 
into which he moves be shall there be 
registered, if be ia otherwise qualified. 

Tbe act providee a way in which tbe 
names of parties unlawfully regiatered 
may be stricken from tbe booka, tbe 
Mayor being the party wbo bears the 
evidence and decides the question. 

It is made tbe duty of the City Clerk 
to deliver to the elerka of election in tbe 
varioua waida the registration books and 
poll booka for their several wards. He 
shall do this oB tbe Satorday prerloaa to 
election day. 

At said election (the city election in 
January, 1891, and thereafter in city elec- 
tions) " no vote thaU be received unlets the 
nmme of the person offering to vote U on the 
registry provided in thi* act." 

Tbe penalty for false registration or 
aiding or abetting game la impriaonment 
in the county Jail from one to twelve 
months. 

The penalty for altering, secreting or 

destroying' any renifltratinu book, or for 
making a false or fraudulent registration 
book la ImprieoBmeBtlntbe penitentiary 
for from one to five years, and the party 
so convicted shall forfeit any office be 
may then hold and shall forever be dl» 
(]iiAlified from holding ofHce. 

The act fizea penalties for other viola- 
tions of its provisions. 

A copy of the act moat be prioted in 
each registration book. 

A Nxw swindling scheme has been de- 
vised and is being worked successfully in 
an adjoining State. An ezobange aays 
the worker baa paokagea of atetionery 
which he sells for varioua amounts, ac- 
cording to the circumstaaoea of the par- 
ticular caae, and deolarea that each pack- 
age contains a money or ler which will be 
cashed by an agent who will call later. 
In thia way he gete from |3 to 15 for a 
packui;e worth about 60 cents. Any one 
fool enough to be roped in on such a 
racket aa that daaarvea no aympatby.

Jeha PItigerald Under Bond to An- 
swer for Shooting and Wonad* 
ing Idichael Kinney. 



"What di-l yo.i d ) tint for, John"" 
WrtS ihe qiiei'iion Mu^hael Kinney askeil 
John Fi z/erald yesterday afternoon 
aboui 2 o'cliK^lt, when the tatter fired a 
char/e oi No. 4 shot at him. 

Fiizuerald livts near Pojtue's distillery 
in the West End and Mr. Kinney, whose 
home is in Cheater, fa a aeetlon foreman 
of the C. ,k O Railroad. Th.- twr. nad 
always been friends, and the shooting 
waa the reeolt of a looa over a trivial mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Kinney's aoeoont of the atiaii is 
that on Monday morning this week a 
chicken belonging to Mr. Filsgerald was 
killed by a pasoing train. A colored sec- 
tion hand took the chicken home, and 
Fiizi;wrald that evening demanded that 
Kinney discharge tbe negro for stealing 
the chicken. No attention was paid lo 
thia. Mr. Kinney knew nothing about 
the killing of the chicken and the negro's 
takingit iinni told of it. 

Next morning Mr. Fitzgerald wxs out 
with a gun when Kinney and bis men 

passed down "n I h>\nd car to tlii-ir work. 
This frightened tlie nettro and he quit 
work. 

Fitzgerald h.4d made some threats, and 
yeHtenlay heMiid Kinney had some Monls 
about ihe matter. Kinney came on up 
town and had a warrant is^iued for Fitz- 
gerald to require him to Kive bond to 
keep the peace. Fitzgerald knew noth- 
ing (if this, iiowever, until after the shoot- 
ing. Kinney started to return to his 
work, and on renchlni! Mr. Fii/..'er)l'' s 
house was invited in by Fi z^er.ild "lo 
take a drink." " No, T wont take adrink 
witti voti," replied Kinni y, ;iii'l h" |>rf- 
ceeded on hia way. He (kmI uone Ii .'^i. 
than three hundred fe»t down the track 
when someone tireil on hini fr .ni tin' 
rear. Me turned and siw Ki /, ei<.ld ilip- 
appearing l»-liiM<l the house. 

Kinney's wounds are not very serlmi-. 
One shot passed thronxh his rittht ear, 
and several htrnck him in ti e ruin hi<>e 
of his neck and in the back. His wi.undx 
were dressed by Dr Owens. 

After the -Imo' ini; KiuMfv ask il a en - 
ored man nxmed Jiiu Diviti, who war 
working for Eitsgerald, to assist him np 
town, bnt FnaiMrald o^lered the fellow 
not to do it. 

Later in the evening Filacer Id was 
given a hearinit before 'Squire Miller aiid 
w<iB held over to next Circait Court, to 
anawer thecb4rge of shooting and wound- 
ing with in<ent to kill. His bond wan 
placed at $300, and he gave the required 
bail and was released.
